Klein's attorney introduced evidence 
which proved that Klein's lease on 
the Mecca hotel building had expired 
previous to the time stipulated by the 
state detectives when it was alleged 
liquor was being sold in the building. 
Klein proved that on the date men- 
tioned he was not proprietor of the 
hotel and that his lease on the liuild- 
ing had expired. 


Judge Nicholas weighed the case 


carefully and ordered the injunction 
made perpetual. 


This is one of the first of tho Aikin 


liquor tax cases to come to a final 
settlement in the local court.
